NEW GOVERNMENT FOR 
FRANCE BEING SET UP 
IN LIBERATED PARIS 


CAPITAL REPORTED 
QUIET MONDAY AFTER 
FRENZIED WEEKEND 


PARIS, Aug. 
28.—(/P>—A 
new 
French government was being set 
up In liberated Paris today after 
a frenzied week end in which Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was given 
a 
tumultous welcome, the 
Ger- 


mans bombed the city, and Gen. 
Charles De Gaulle escaped death 
or Injury from snipers' bullets. 


(The Paris radio in a broadcast 


heard in London said the city was 
quiet today 
and that 
two addi- 


tional nests of enemy

had been mopped up.) 


Nearly all of tho directors of 
the French resistance movements, 
who will have prominent parts in 
the new government, were In the 
city. The Algiers government was
